EXPOSE UNPREPAREDNESS 


‘THE controversy over the question of a 
unified Air Service may lead to a 
thorough going over of the whole question 


of National Defense on the part of Con- 
gress. 

Major General John L. Hines, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, and Rear Admiral 


Hilary P. Jones, a member of the General 
Board of the Navy, summoned to appear 
before the executive session of the Special 
Aircraft Investigating Committee of the 
House, so clearly brought out the existing 
deficiencies of the Army and Navy as a 
whole that subsequent to the hearing meém- 
bers of the committee frankly stated they 
were shocked at our unprepared condition. 


BOARD SUBMITS 


REPORT ON AIR AND SEA POWER 


“ construction, a rejection of a separate 
Air Service, and détails of the Washington 
bombing experiments are the outstanding 
features of the report of the special board 
appointed at the direction of the President 
to recommend a general Naval policy. The 
report is really an exhaustive sttidy in 
which the development of sea-power with 
special referefice to the effect of the avia- 
tion is treated in detail. It is one of the 
most remarkable documents .that has ever 
been issued by the Navy Department, and 
will be regarded as an authoritative state- 
ment for years to come, it is said. 


REJECTS AIR INDEPENDENCE 


Although the President does not approve 
it formally, he has sent to Cotigress rec- 
ommendations in line with the report. 
His recommendations for building are 
somewhat below those of the spécial board, 
but, this is only ii harmony with his gen- 
eral policy for économy, it has been 
pointed out. In. effect, he réjects the 
urgent récommendations of the advocates 
of separate Air Service for the abandon- 
ment of the battleship and other parts of 





STARTED GENERAL DISCUSSION 

While the committee primarily summoned 
the two Officers for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the condition of our Air Forces, 
the discussion inevitably led to the more 
general subjects of the present condition of 
the Army and Navy. 

While the hearing was secret, it is 
pointed out by officers who were not ptes- 
ent, that outside of the possibility of some 
confidential data not ordinarily disclosed, 
the main fact with respect to the deficien- 
cies of National Defence are open to any- 
one as they have been repeatedly printed. 

These facts have been published with 
considerable detail in the hearings of the 
Military and Naval Committees of the 
Senate and House, the annual reports of 
the Secretaries of War and Navy, and of 
their subordinates, the chiefs of the various 
departments, branches and bureaus. As a 
matter of fact, many of them have been 
printed from time to time in the daily 
newspapers. 

In so far as the specific question of avia- 
tion is concerned, they point out that Gen- 
eral Drum’s testimony before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs given out 
this week contains the War Department's 
policy with respect to aviation develop- 
ment and needs. In the same way the re- 
port of the Naval Board convened by the 
President to recommend a policy with refer- 
ence to the development and upkeep of the 
Navy in its various branches, submarines, 
surface ships and craft which also has been 
given out this week goes into the matter 
most fully from the Naval point of view. 

Therefore, in the same way that the main 
facts of the general question of National 


Defense have been and are available to 
every Congressman. the main facts of the 


War and Navy Departments’ policy to- 
wards aviation and its needs are available.

the Navy’s program, and the expenditures 
of practically all of the National Defense 
budget upon airéraft. 

The Washington tésts, accorditig to the 
Board's report disapprové thé contentiors 
of Géneral Mitchell that a modern battle- 
ship ¢an be sunk in two niinutes, with 
bombs dropped from airplanes. In the 
opinion of the Board, armor piercing bombs 
dropped from an A&ir-plane will be more 
effective against battleships than high ex- 
plosive bombs which have been used mostly 
in the recent tests. The Secretary of 
Navy, commenting informally on the Wash- 
ington test, said that the Board had gone 
as far as it had thought it safe in giving 


out the details of this experiment. He 
declared that some of the results of the 
test were of such importance that they 


were not incorporated into the report. 

In giving out the report of the Special 
Board, the following statement was au- 
thorized as outlining the policy of the 
President in dealing with the problem: 


ASKED RECOMMENDATIONS 

“In September, 1924, the President re- 
quested the Secretary of the Navy to con- 
sider the recent progress in aviation for 
the purpose of recommending a policy with 
reference to the development and upkeep 
of the Navy in its various branches, i. e. 
submarines, surface ships and aircraft. 
The purpose of this action was to enable 
the President, in considering the estimates 
of the Navy, to have the benefit of a 
thoroughly digested naval program which 
would give consideration to all factors 
which might effect the Navy. 

“The Secretary of the Navy referred the 
question to a special board consisting of 
seven admirals and the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps. For the purpose of obtain- 
ing the views of officers of the Navy and 
Army and of civilian aeronautical author- 
ities and experts, the board held a series of 
daily hearings between the dates Septem- 
ber 30, 1924, and December 4, 1924, 

“Among the many witnesses heard by 
the board were the chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of the aeronautical services of the 
Army and Navy and many of the distin- 
guished civilian aeronautical authorities 
and representatives of the aircraft industry. 

“The special board presented its report 
on January 17, 1925. That report recom- 
mended among other things the following 
seven items: 

“a. That the six coal-burning battle- 
ships, New York, Texas, Wyoming, Arkan- 


sas, Utah arid Florida be modernized, as 
authorized by Congress, without delay. 

“b. That the seven battleships, New 
Mexico, Mississippi, Idaho, Pennsylvania, 
Arizona, Oklahoma and Nevada be mod- 
ernized, as allowed by the Treaty, as soon 
as possible. 

“ce, That the eight 10,000 ton cruisers, 
already authorized by Congress, be built 
without delay. 

“d. That the three remaining fleet sub- 
marines, already authorized by Congress, 
be laid down during the fiscal year 1927. 

“e. That a progressive and adequate 
airplane building program be authorized 
to insure to the fleet a complete outfit 
of up-to-date planes, with 50 per cent re- 
placements in reserve, as well as the nec- 
essary training planes, at a total expendi- 
ture for the first year of twenty million 
dollars. 

“f. That the completion of the air- 
craft carriers Lexington atid Saratoga be 
expedited. 

‘“» That an aircraft carrier of about 
23,000 tons be authorized and laid down 
without unnecessary delay. 

“The carrying out of this program in its 
entirety would require an expenditure of 
approximately $80,000,000 a year for three 
years. 

“Feeling that an expenditure of that 
magnitude was not warranted at the pres- 
ent time the President requested a further 
report which should show first, the rela- 
tive priorities of the seven items above set 
out, and second, the order of priorities 
which the special board would recommend 
under several scales of annual expénditure 
materially less than that required for the 
complete program. 


PRESENTED REPORT 

“On January 31, 1925, the special board 
presented a supplemental report in which 
it recommended the following order of 
priority if all seven items were to be in- 
cluded : 
x: That the six coal-burning battle- 
ships New York, Texas, Wyoming, Arkan- 
sas, Utah and Florida be modernized, as 
authorized by Congress, without delay. 
That the completion of the aircraft 
carriers Lexington and Saratoga be ex- 
pedited—including their aircraft. | 

“9 ‘That the seven battleships New 
Mexico, Mississippi, Idaho, Pennsylvania, 
Arizona, Oklahoma and Nevada be mod- 
ernized, as allowed by the Treaty, as soon 
as possible. ; 

“4. That the eight 10,000 ton cruisers, 
already authorized by Congress, be built 


without delay. ‘ 

“5 ‘That a progressive and adequate 
airplane building program be authorized 
to insure to the fleet a complete outfit of 


up-to-date planes, with 50 per cent re- 
placements in reserve, as well as the nec- 
essary training planes, at a total expendi- 
ture for the first year of twenty million 
olars, 
. oy That the three remaining fleet sub- 
marines, already authorized by Congress, 
be laid down during the fiscal year 1927. 
“7 That an aircraft carrier of about 
23.000 tons be authorized and laid down 
without unnecessary delay. > 
“In this supplemental report the special 
board also made its recommendation as to 
the order of priority which should be given 
these seven items under various three year 
annual expenditure programs of less than 
$80,000,000 each. In order to come within 
the limits of some of the reduced programs 
the order of priority given above was 
changed somewhat and some items either 
eliminated or deferred.

UNIFIED AIR SERVICE 





General Drum’s Statement Is 
Considered Summary of 
Army Stand 





GIVES DETAILED REASONS 





HE statement of Brig. Gen. H. A. Drum, 

W.D.G.S8., before the House Committee 
of Military Affairs, with reference to the 
Curry bill to create a Department of Aero- 
nautics, is accepted as the statement both 
of the air policy of the War rtment 
as well as its views upon the sub; of a 
separate Air Service. 


GIVES REASONS 


Given out by the War Department this 
week this statement outlines the steps by 
and the reasons for which the Department 
has come to the conclusion that a separate 
Air Service is not consistent with the best 
handling of aviation as a combat force in 
time of war, and is not necessary to tue 
development of commercial aviation and the 
aviation industry of the country in time 
peace. In the opening paragraphs 
statement is made that the ye’ A bill 
unique, in that in peace time it places the 
purely business side of aviation in a Na- 
tional Defense agency, and thereby d 
from our customary national policy of bas- 
ing plans for National Defense on u 
citizen soldiers to the fullest extent by in- 
terfering as little as ible during 
with their ordinary lives and occupations. 

The first chapter is a resumé of the War 
Department’s studies and policies on the 
Air Service, based on the experience dur- 
ing the World War, the A.E.F, Board in 
1919, and subsequent boards and reports to 
include the final report of Gen. 
in 1924. It is pointed out that in 
case in the past the conclusion, after an 
examination of the question, has always 
been the same—that the air forces which 
operate at any time with an army sh 
be an integral part of that army. 

It is shown that the Winslow bill for 
the creation of a bureau of civil air naviga- 
tion in the Department of Commerce 
the McLeod bill to provide Government aid 
in commercializing aviation, furnish am 
means for the encouragement of aviation 
industry. 


DISCUSSES ROYAL AIR FORCE 


The second chapter deals with the or- 
ganization of Air Services in the princi 
foreign countries. Considerable anges is 
devoted to the discussion of the British 
Separate Air Service. The point is made 
that this Service was organ primarily 
for political reasons and does not function 
effectively, from a military point of view. 
It is shown that in France there is an ef- 
fective development and handling of aero- 
nautical activities, although they are 
tributed in four ministeries, the Army 
Navy each having an air service of 

own, civil aviation being under the Ministry 
of Public Works and the Colonial Air Ser- 
vice under the Colonial minister. 

The third chapter deals with the pres- 
ent status of aviation in the United States, 
stating: 

“There are four major Federal agencies 
directly concerned with the use of develop- 
ment of aviation in the United States to- 
day: 

The Army Air Service, the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics; the Air Mail Service and 
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the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics. 

The Army Air Service was established by 
the Act approved June 4, 1920, amending 
the National Defense Act, and functions 
under the control of the Secretary of War 
as a combatant arm of the Army. 

The Chief of Air Service, under the su- 
pervision and control of the Chief of Staff, 
is responsible for the direct supervision and 
control of Air Service schools and boards; 
the formulation and development of the 
proper Air Service tactical doctrines; the 
preparation of the necessary training regu- 
lations relating to the employment, instruc- 
tion and training of the Air Service and the 
eare and use of its equipment. It is his 
duty, the same as the chief of any other 
combatant branch of the Army, to furnish 
the Chief of Staff with information and 
advice on all questions affecting his branch, 
and his opinion and recommendation are 
always obtained on all questions affecting 
the Air Service before the adoption of 
any War Department policy relating there- 
to. In addition to these duties the Chief 
of Air Service is the head of one of the 
seven supply branches of the Army and 
under approved War Department policies 
is responsible for the development and pro- 
curement of all aircraft and their equip- 
ment. 

The commissioned personnel of the Regu- 
lar Army Air is 352 short of its authorized 
strength of 1249. A large expansion in the 
Air Service over and above the evisting 
strength is now available without any 
change in law or increase in appropriations. 
This shortage has existed for some time. 

The combined commissioned personnel of 
the Air Service of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves is 
7895, of which 5412 are rated flyers. 
this number 4300 are Reserve officers. 

The real need of the Air Service is not 
a large increase in officer personnel, but 
additional funds in order to get the Re- 
serve officers into training in accordance 
with our national defense policy which 
places the greatest dependence on a citizen 
soldiery trained under the supervision of 
the Regular Army.

There is now a considerable shortage of 
equipment to supply existing organizations. 
This is due to the fact that post-war ap- 
propriations available for the procurement 
of aircraft have been too small to provide 
the equipment required for the authorized 
strength of the Service. 

The Air Service is now, and until the 
present condition as to procurement is 
remedied, will be unable to take the field 
with its squadrons at full war strength. 
The most practicable way in which the 
peace requirements in material can be met 
is to adept a continuing production pro- 
gram extending through a period of ap- 
proximately ten years with adequate an- 
nual appropriations and authorizations to 
make the program effective. Such a pro- 
gram is shown in detail in the Lassiter 
Board Report. 

It is estimated that the annual appro- 
priations required to make this program 
effective, exclusive of pay, upkeep and hous- 
ing of personnel, will be approximately 
$25,000,000, of which approximately $10,- 
000,000 would be for operating expenses 
and $15,000,000 for purchase of new air- 
eraft, the first amount increasing and the 
second decreasing as the program develops 
—the total remaining at about the sum 
stated. 

ATTEMPT REMEDIES 


Within the limits of the Budget, the War 
Department is making every effort to 
remedy this condition. In the budget for 
1926 the estimate for the Army Air Ser- 
vice was $1,434,571.20 larger than the ap- 
propriation for the Army Air Service dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1925. This with the 
$2,150,000 of contract authorization for the 
production and purchase of new airplanes 
and air equipment provides a total increase 
in 1926 over 1925 of $3,584,571.20. This 
increase for the Air Service was made by 


GIVES WAR DEPARTMENT POLICY 
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the War Department though the total War 
Department budget was decreased $5,603,- 
773.67 below that for the fiscal year 1925. 

Out of the funds for the Air Service in 
the budget for 1926, it is proposed to ex- 
pend a total of $6,550,000 for the purchase 
of new aircraft, ($4,400,000 from the cash 
appropriation and $2,150,000 under the con- 
tract authorization). 

Gen, Drum showed that the need to co- 
ordinate the various air activities of the 
Government is taken care of by the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
which was created by Act of Congress in 
1915, as an independent establishment. It 
is composed of 12 members appointed by 
the President, all of whom serve without 
compensation. Its membership is drawn 
from official and private life as follows: 


GOVERNMENT SERVICE 


From the Government service: Two from 
the War Department (Chief of Air Ser- 
vice and the chief of the engineering di- 
vision of the Air Service) ; two from the 
Navy Department (the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics and the chief of the 
material division) ; one from the Weather 
Bureau (the chief); one from the Bureau 
of Standards (the director), and one from 
the Smithsonian Institution (the secre- 
tary). 

From private life: Five who are ac- 
quainted with the needs of aeronautical 
science or skilled in aeronautical engineer- 
ing or its allied sciences. 


AERONAUTICAL ACTIVITIES 


The committee’s activities in the field of 
aeronautical development may be stated 
under four headings as follows: 

(a) The co-ordination of research and 
experimental work in aeronautics by the 
preparation of research programs and the 
allocation of particular problems to the 
various laboratories. 

(b) The conduct of scientific research 
on the more fundamental problems of flight, 
under the immediate direction of the com- 
mittee in its own laboratory, known as the 
Langley Memorial Aeronautical Labora- 
tory, at Langley Field, Va. 

(c) The collection, analysis and classi- 
fication of scientific and technical data in 
aeronautics, including the results of re- 
search and experimental work conducted 
in all parts of the world. 

(d) The diffusion of technical knowl- 
edge on the subject of aeronautics to the 
military, naval and postal air services, air- 
craft manufacturers, universities engaged 
in the teaching of aeronautics, and the pub- 
lie generally. 

In addition, the committee holds itself at 
the service of the President, the Congress, 
and the executive departments of the Gov- 
ernment for the consideration of special 
problems in aeronautics which may be re- 
ferred to it. 

LAUDS COMMITTEE 


President Coolidge, in forwarding this 
report to Congress, under date of Decem- 
ber 8, 1924, stated: 

“Through this committee the talent of 
America has been marshaled in the scien- 
tific study of the problems of flight, with 
the result that polee America occupies a 
position in the forefront of progressive na- 
tions in ‘the technical development of aero- 
nauties. The status of the committee as 
an independent Government establishment 
has largely made possible its success.” 

With the establishment of the aeronau- 
tical bureau in the Department of Com- 
merce as proposed in H. R. 10522 (the 
Winslow bill), our organization for the de- 
velopment, encouragement and regulation 
ot commercial aviation appears sound and 
efficient. 

The existing scheme of co-ordinating Fed- 
eral aviation activities is as follows: 

The Federal agencies for effecting co-op- 
eration and avoiding duplication in Fed- 
one aviation activities today, are as fol- 
ows: 

The Joint Army and Navy Board and 
the Joint Army and Navy Planning Com- 
mittee; the Aeronautical Board; the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronau- 
tics and the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board. 

POWERS AND LIMITS OF AIRCRAFT 

Dealing with the power and limitations 
of eiveealt Gen, Drum stated: 

Before this committee and in the press 
of the country, frequent statements have 


been made as to what aircraft can do now, 
and what they will do in future wars. 
After discussing some of the present limita- 
tions imposed by existing mechanical pos- 
sibilities, Gen. Drum took up the use of 
gas, smoke or disease germs from aircraft. 

Many extravagant statements have been 
made, especially in the press, with reference 
to the use of gas by aircraft. Most of these 
statements if analyzed may be discounted 
as very misleading. The quantity of any 
particular gas on any particular locality 
in order to have any appreciable effect on 
human beings is as follows: 

CG (Phosgone) 185 lIbs.. PH (Phosgone 
75 per cent, Chloropicrin 25 inch) 250 Ibs., 
PS (Chloropicrin) 500 Ibs.. HS (Mustard 
gas) 185 lbs. for each area 100 yards 
square; 515 Ibs. of mustard gas per 100 
yards square will cause evacuation of area. 

As the weight of the bombs will be about 
20 per cent. more than their gas content, 
it is seen that it will take many tons of 
bombs to have any effect on large areas. 
Gas must have a certain density or con- 
centration in order to be effective, and this 
density is greatly decreased by wind er by 
sprinkling and spraying, especially if this 
is done from high altitudes. The effect of 
a gas bomb will always be local and dis- 
appears more or less rapidly, depending 
upon the type of gas used. The number of 
such bombs in order to effectively gas any 
considerable area is so large as to make 
such a use of aircraft uneconomical except 
on very important concentrated military 
objectives. 

For instance, in order to effectively gas 
an area the size of the District of Celum- 
bia, about 60 square miles, it would re- 
quire * 

3.439.150 Ibs. of mustard gas for a con- 
centration which would have a material 
effect: or 9,575,850 Ibs. of mustard gas 
to cause evacuation of the area. 

This would mean about 2000 heavy bomb- 
ing planes in the first case, and 5630 in the 
second case, each carrying 1700 lbs. of gas, 
or 2000 lbs. of gas bombs. 


GERM WARFARE NOT USED 


With reference to the distribution of dis- 
ease germs from aircraft, it is only neces- 
sary to remember that this means of war- 
fare has always been available and has 
practically never been used. The poison- 
ing of wells and water supply in general 
with disease germs or any other poison is 
more practicable and effective than is their 
distribution from aircraft and yet such a 
method has never been seriously contem- 
plated. 

The safe life of an airplane is variously 
estimated at from three to five years. The 
number of planes necessary in order to 
maintain one in action at the front has 
been estimated anywhere from 3 to 15. The 
necessary ground establishments for main- 
taining an airforce in the air will include 
extensive installations for training per- 
sonnel, for maintenance and repair of air- 
craft. for storage and supply of equipment, 
together with shelter for personnel and ma- 
teriel in connection with all these activities. 
Even today nearly all landing fields have 
to be carefully prepared, and only in ex- 
ceptional cases will natural grounds be 
suitable for landings. All of these factors 
must be considered when figuring the cost 
of aviation. 

Gen. Drum in dealing with the ques- 
tion of defense stated defense against at- 
tacks from the air may be either active 
or passive. The active defense is carried 
out by our own airforce, which with of- 
fensive air tactics forms the best defense 
against enemy aircraft. 

The passive defense is the function of 
anti-aircraft artillery, machine guns and 
balloon barrages, with the assistance of 
searchlights and listening devices for lo- 
cating the hostile aircraft. 

He next takes up the efficacy of bomb- 
ing by aircraft against naval vessels. 


JOINT BOARD CONCLUSIONS 


The conclusions of the Joint Army and 
Navy Board as a result of the bombing 
experiments on the ex-German war vessels 
and ex-Iowa in 1921 were given in the tes- 
timony as follows: : 

“16. The probability of hitting will be 
reduced in the case of a target moving at 
high speed on varying courses; further re- 
duced if the target vessel is protected by 
effective anti-aircraft armament; and prac- 
tically negligible if the target is protected 


by effective pursuit planes. On the other 
hand, the probability of hitting will be in- 
creased by more efficient sighting and bomb- 
dropping control apparatus, by further 
training and further development of aerial 
tactics. 

“17. In the present state of anti-aircraf 
defense it is believed that, if an air force 
can obtain the mastery of the air, an ef- 
fective percentage of hits can be obtained 
against surface vessels coming within the 
radius of action of bombing planes with 


out an undue percentage of loss of air 
craft. Anti-aircraft armament is in an 
early stage of development. The history 


of war indicates that means of defense de 
velops rapidly to meet the development of 
offensive weapons. The effectiveness of the 
bomb carried by aircraft emphasizes the 
necessity for the rapid development of 
anti-aircraft armament and for the pro 
vision of pursuit planes as a part of the 
fleet. 

ae S Aircraft carrying high capacity 
high-explosive bombs of sufficient size have 
adequate offensive power to sink or seri- 
ously damage any naval vessel at present 
constructed, provided such projectiles ean 
be placed in the water close alongside the 
vessel. Furthermore, it will be difficult, if 
not impossible, to build any type of vessel 
of sufficient strength to withstand the de- 
structive force than can be obtained with 
the largest bombs that airplanes may be 
able to carry from shore bases or sheltered 
harbors. 

_“19. High-capacity high-explosive bombs 
hitting the upper works of the vessel are 
disastrous to exposed personnel. serious to 
light upper works, comparatively slight to 
heavy fittings such as guns, and negligible 


to turrets. The effect of direct hits was 
completely local. The most serious effect 
of bombs is the mining effect when such 


bombs explode close alongside and below 
the surface of the water. 

“20. In the case of major ships the min- 
ing effect of a bomb will be materially re- 
duced, due to the ability of the personnel to 
free the ship of large quantities of water 
by means of pumps to distribute the excess 
water through the various compartments. 
and to shore up the water-tight doors and 
bulkheads which are in most serious dan 
ger of carrying away due to water pres- 
sure. 

“21. Aircraft, through the medium of 
Machine guns and fragmentation bombs as 
well as by high explosive bombs of high 
capacity, possess sufficient offensive power 
to seriously threaten the exposed personnel 
of naval vessels unless such vessels are 
protected by pursuit planes. This em- 
phasizes the necessity for the further pro 
tection of personnel and for the provision 
of aircraft carriers on which such pursuit 
planes may be based. 

“22. The effect of the gas bomb has 
not been determined, but it is believed that 
such bombs possess offensive power, which, 
within the radius of action of the aircraft, 
is today a serious threat to vessels insuf- 
ficiently protected by aircraft.” 

Anti-Aircraft Defense. General Drum 
dealt with the efficiency of anti-aircraft de- 
fense as follows: 

It is believed that localities properly de- 
fended by an organized anti-aircraft de- 
fense, which should include a certain pro- 
portion of pursuit planes, can be insured 
against attacks by aircraft except those at 
the highest altitudes which will be com- 
paratively ineffective in results obtained. 

Effective radius of action for military 
purposes. 

The present radius of action of heavier 
than-air craft for all military purposes is 
between 200 and 250 miles. This, it is be- 
lieved, will not be increased due to future 
development much beyond 300 miles. 

(c.) Power of the defensive. 

As compared with land or sea forces, air- 
craft have very little defensive power and 
if weaker than the hostile aviation, its 
power of defense is apt to disappear en 
tirely. 

(d.) Power to concentrate rapidly. 

One of the most valuable attributes of 
aircraft from a military standpoint is its 
power of concentrating rapidly at a deci- 
sive point. This is due to their great speed 
and radius of action. This element makes 
it possible to use their offensive power to 
the maximum extent. 

(f.) Relative Cost. 

Aviation, while a vital and most neces 
sary element of our Army and Navy, is not 
an inexpensive one. As it cannot be de- 
pended upon alone to insure our national 
defense the funds allotted for the develop-

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“After consideration of the original and 
supplemental reports the President has 
forwarded to Congress estimates for *tap- 
propriations which include:

AGAINST SEPARATE AIR ARMS 


Under the head of The General Mission 
of the Navy, the Board reaches the con- 
clusion that the creation of a Separate Air 
Force would be “illogical and undesirable.” 
It declares that Air Service will be “util- 
ized on an enormous scale and with great 
effectiveness in military operations on all 
fronts, but not utilized to the same extent 
as Naval warfare.” It is contended that 
the Air Force cannot operate independent 
of the Army and Navy. - 

“Aireraft, a comparatively new factor in 
warfare, were utilized on an enormous scale 
and with great effectiveness in the military 
operations on all fronts, but were not util- 
ized to anything like the same extent in 
naval warfare. They did not exercise any 
serious influence upon the conduct of the 
war at sea, but their efficiency in naval 
warfare will undoubtedly increase. 

“Highly extravagant statements and pre- 
dictions have been made on this subject. 
It has been predicted that the future bat- 
tles of the world will be fought in the air, 
but at present this forecast appears fanci- 
ful. 

“A claim which is of immediate impor- 
tance is that the air forces of this country 
should form a third arm, co-ordinate with 
and distinct from the Army and Navy, and 
that there should be a separate executive 
department of the Government to admin- 
ister its affairs. The arguments which 
have been advanced to support the conten- 
tion that the ships of the air with their 
personnel should form an air force separate 


from the Army and Navy are not con- 
vincing. 
AIR INDEPENDENCE ‘‘FALLACIOUS’’ 


“Tt is assumed by some that because the 
Army operates on land and the Navy oper- 
ates on the sea, the Air Force can operate 
independently of either. It is believed that 
this assumption is fallacious. An army 1s 
a body of men which operates on land, 
the natural habitat of mankind. A fleet 
is a body of men, carried in ships, and op- 
erates on the sea. The sea is not the nat- 
ural habitat of man, but ships can remain 
independent of contact with the land for 
very considerable periods of time. A heav- 
ier-than-air force consists of a compara- 
tively smaller number of men carried by 
machines which can remain in the air but 
a few hours at a time. At the end of this 
time the planes must alight either on land 
or on the surface of the sea. In either 
case they become practically helpless and 
their very limited personnel must depend 
upon assistance from the military or naval 
forees. Lighter-than-air craft can keep 
the air for several days at a time and can 
cover long distances, but must return to 
a specially prepared base which, at least, 
must be equipped with a mooring mast. 
This mast may be carried by a ship which 
thus acts as a temporary base. Neverthe- 
less it is believed that such airships can 
remain away from a base for comparatively 
limited periods of time. 

“From the above it would appear that 
aireraft cannot operate from territory 
(land or sea) which is not controlled by 
military or naval forces. Such being the 
ease, it is difficult to see why they should 
not be under the control and a part of the 
army or the fleet upon which they base and 
from which they operate. 

“If we omit the exceptional case of an 
island country which might conceivably be 
brought to starvation by a naval blockade, 
there is but one sure way in which a popu- 
lous country can be forced to submit to 
the will of its enemy. That is by invasion 
and occupation. To occupy a hostile coun- 
try requires an army. It can not be done 
by a fleet. It could not be done by any 
air force of which, at present, we have any 
conception. 

“We may sum up the offensive possibili- 
ties of an army, a fleet, or an air force as 
follows: An army may bring about a de- 
cision by invading and occupying the ene- 
my’s country. A fleet may assist the army 


by getting control of the sea and escorting 
the army overseas to the enemy country; 
it may bring pressure to bear on the enemy 
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by injuring his commerce and keeping 
needed supplies from entering the country; 
in very rare cases it might gain a decision 
by blockading an insular country. An air 
force cannot occupy territory and cannot 
exercise control of the sea except over very 
limited areas. It cannot, therefore, gain 
a decision by the means possible to an army 
or to a fleet. It has been claimed that an 
air force may obtain a decision, that is, 
win a war, by bombing raids into the enemy 
country on such a scale as to entirely para- 
lyze that country’s industrial life. This is 
the maximum performance claimed for such 
a force. The Board is unable to accept 
this claim and believes that such a cam- 
paign would not be successful against a de- 
termined and high-spirited people. There- 
fore, it would seem illogical to elevate a 
force of such limited offensive qualities to 
the importance of a separate service. 

“The statement made above that an air 
force can not gain a decision will probably 
be challenged. It may not prove to be true 
in future wars carried on between densely 
populated and highly industrialized neigh- 
boring countries. It is confidently claimed 
by recent writers that, eventually, attacks 
from the air upon centers of population for 
the purpose of destroying the industrial life 
of the nation, or even the lives of the civil 
population, will be a common practice in 
war. It is also claimed that such attacks 
will exercise so great an effect upon the 
morale of the people subjected to them as 
to cause them to submit to the will of the 
enemy. 

GEOGRAPHIC SITE 


“The Board desires to point out in this 
connection the profound influence which 
geographical position has upon the relative 
importance of air power to a country. In 
the event of war between France and Ger- 
many or between France and Great Brit- 
ain, air power might conceivably play a tre- 
mendously important part. Each of these 
countries has many industrial centers with- 
in bombing distance of the frontiers of a 
powerful neighbor. On the other hand, the 
United States has but two neighbors who 
could attack her by air, and they are rela- 
tively weak. Consequently, it seems ap- 
parent that air power is not so vitally im- 
portant to us as it is to the countries of 
western Europe. 

“Tt has been claimed by certain witnesses 
who appeared before the Board that a sep- 
arate United States Air Force, if aided by 
submarines, could, by seizing bases at 
proper distances, carry on an offensive cam- 
paign against European or Asiatic powers. 
While respecting the professional abilities 
and opinions of such witnesses, the Board 
is unable to regard such claims seriously. 
In this country shore based aircraft are 
mainly of value in the defense of the coast. 
In such operations their area of action is 
limited by the distance to which they can 
go from a shore base, find and attack the 
enemy and return to the same or another 
base. Coast defense is a matter which in- 
volves all branches of the Army and Navy 
and there seems to be no sound reason why 
such Army or Navy air forces as happen 
to be available should not co-operate as 
may be necessary to repel an attack. 

“To sum up the question of a separate 
air force, as viewed from the standpoint 
of the efficiency of naval or military opera- 
tions in time of war, the Board is of the 
opinion that the creation of such an organ- 
ization would be illogical and undesirable.” 


WASHINGTON WITHSTOOD BOMBING 


In effect, the board reached the conclu- 
sion, that, after three attacks by 2000 pound 
under-water bombs and two attacks by 400 
pound torpedoes the Washington could 
have sailed into port, if she had been prop- 
erly manned. The board gives a clear 
statement of all of the recent bombing and 
firing tests and concludes with a report on 
the Washington. The text of the report 
on the Washington is as follows: 

“The latest bombing experiment was con- 
ducted by the Navy, and the uncompleted 
battleship Washington was employed as the 
target. Strictly speaking, the Washington 
was not a target, but a hull embodying the 
latest ideas of underwater construction up- 
on which was measured the destructive ef- 
fect of both torpedo and bomb explosions 
by actually placing the explosive charges 
at such points of submergence as would 
test the resistance of the hull. 

“Beginning in December, 1910, the Navy 
had conducted a careful series of experi- 
ments extending over several years in which 
it was sought to determine the best form 
of underwater construction and hull sub- 


division to minimize the result of tor- 
pedo and mine explosions. Small-scale 
models of a half-section of a ship were tested 
by a reduced charge exploded under water 
and the results checked up occasionally 
with a full-scale section using full torpedo 
charge. The results of the investigations 
were embodied in the design of our latest 
battleships, and, finally, the Washington af- 
forded an opportunity to test the efficacy 
of the adopted scheme on an actual battle- 
ship. 

“For the purposes of the test the ship 
was ballasted to draw 25% feet and all 
watertight subdivisions were completed up 
to the third deck. This deck, which was 
about five feet above the waterline, was not 
watertight between frames 57 and 103, a 
distance of 184 feet. The deck-plating over 
both engine rooms was not in place and 
was only bolted down over the motor room. 
The third deck was open to all boiler rooms, 
motor rooms and machinery spaces. Air- 
port openings were blanked. Both main 
condensers were installed. 

“Five bombs were exploded; three of 
these contained 1000 pounds of explosive 
each and were detonated underwater at the 
most effective depths, and at distances from 
the ship’s side well within the zone sur- 
rounding the ship, which had heretofore 
been claimed as an area in which similar 
explosions would destroy a ship. Two 
charges, each amounting to the largest now 
carried by torpedoes, were detonated in 
contact with the hull, thirteen feet below 
the water-line. 

“The following is a summary of the re- 
port setting forth the damage sustained by 
the ship after being subjected to all five ex- 
plosions. 

GIVE TEST RESULTS 

“After Test No. 1 (2000 pounds under- 
water bomb), the ship assumed a list to 
starboard of about 1%2°. Outboard explo- 
sion spaces and double bottom spaces were 
flooded. Inner bottom was bulged but in 
no place ruptured. Leaks in inner bottom 
could have readily been stopped by pine 
plugs and wedges. 

“No damage was noted above third deck. 
There would have been no loss of life, ex- 
cept possibly by men being washed over- 
board by water thrown on weather deck 
by the explosion. 

“After Test No. 2 (2000 pounds under- 
water bomb), the damage was similar to 
that caused by No. 1, but less severe and 
less in extent; probably more damage to 
ship’s side, but less to bottom. List in- 
creased to 2%4°. 

“In engine room a bulkhead casting was 
broken. Front brick work in boilers 5 and 
7 was broken down—this brick work is not 


anchored. Main condensers not affected. 
“Test No. 3 (400 pounds torpedo 
charge). During the night the list had 


inereased. After third test list was found 
to be about 5°. 

“Damage: Two outboard explosion spaces 
flooded and one explosion space between 
longitudinal torpedo bulkheads 3 and 4 also 
flooded. Some front brick work of boilers 
2. 4. 6 and 8 came down. This probably 
was cumulative from other explosions. No 
apparent damage of third deck or above. 

“For some reason this did not appear to 
be a first order explosion. 

“Test No. 4 (400 pounds torpedo charge). 
List reduced from 5° to 3°. Five torpedo 
explosion spaces in wake of explosion were 
flooded. Double bottoms between frames 
80 and 97 also flooded. Slight leak in boiler 
room No. 8 from double bottom and from 
butt in outboard bulkhead where rivets had 
torn through. All could have been stopped 
by plugs and wedges and without these 
could readily have been handled by a bilge 
pump. All front brick work in boilers Nos. 
4 and 6 came down. In no case did any 
side or back brick work come down. 


FIFTH TEST DAMAGE 
“Test No. 5 (2000 pounds underwater 


bomb). The most violent of the bomb 
tests. Ship increased her list to starboard 
from 3° to 5°. Damage similar to that 


caused by No. 1, but more severe and more 
extensive. Inner bottom nowhere com- 
pletely ruptured. 

“After all tive tests members of the 
board were able to get to inner bottom of 
ship and make all inspections necessary or 
desired. 

“At the end of these five explosive tests, 
and after riding out a gale of wind for three 
days, the ship could have been towed to 
port. 

“Had a repair party, immediately after 
each explosion, used wooden plugs and 


wedges to stop minor leaks the ship, with- 
out the use of pumps, would have remained 
practically on an even keel. A ship in 
commission would have had no trouble in 
making port under her own steam after 
the five explosions. 


“There would have been few injuries and 
practically no loss of life except from water 
thrown on weather decks by the explosions. 

“Loss of oil and water, water mixing 
with oil and oils seepitg through weeping 
seams and rivets would have been serious 
annoyances. The ship withstood satisfaec- 
torily the five explosions. Had there been 
‘time between explosions, the ship could 
have continued in the battle line at reduced 
speed. The general jar to the structure 
might throw gyro-compasses and fire con- 
trol gear out of gear, but I doubt it, if 
they are placed well away from the ends 
of the ship. The vibration at the end of 
the ship from the first explosion did not 
put out candles nor throw them down when 
stuck to the deck. 

“A test of the ability of the protective 
decks to keep out armor-piercing missiles 
dropped from airplanes was made. A 14- 
inch shell weighing 1440 pounds was drop- 
ped from a height of 4000 feet point down- 
ward on the thick armored deck. It failed 
to penetrate the deck, but the result of the 
impact showed that such projectiles 
dropped from heights quite within those at- 
tainable by airplanes would have gone 
through. This danger to a_ battleshi 
must be met by thicker decks. It shou 
be noted that notwithstanding the low ceil- 
ing at which the projectile was drop 
one plane made eight attempts to deliver its 
blow and finally dropped a bomb which 
missed; the other plane made three aimin; 
flights, then dropped a bomb on the fou 
and made a hit. 


SUNK BY GUNFIRE 


“After suffering the explosion of three 
underwater bombs of the largest size, and 
two torpedo explosions also of the largest 
size directly against the hull, with no repair 
of leaks and no pumps going, the Was 
ton remained afloat four days and was 
nally sunk by 14 hits of 14-inch shells fired 
at very oblique impacts to obtain data with 
respect to penetration of armor. The ship 
sunk two and three-quarter hours from the 
time the guns opened fire. 

“The question of the impairment of the 
machinery of a ship by the shock of similar 
explosions was considered by the board that 
conducted the test. When the firewalls of 
the boilers were anchored in the customary 
manner, they withstood the shock; the con- 
densers with their hundreds of tube-joints 
appeared to be unharmed. 

“Much has been said in the public prints 
of the defeat of the battleship by the sub- 
marine. It was the opinion of the members 
of the board that a ship built like the 
Washington would survive eight torpedo 
hits distributed about the underwater body. 
If they were bunched together she could 
not withstand them; such a concurrence 
is hardly within the bounds of possibility. 


“The results of the tests demonstrate 
that the hull of the latest type of battle- 
ship is capable of withstanding to a remark- 
able degree the attacks of aerial bombs, 
and that with a crew on board to make nec- 
essary repairs, run the pumps and man the 
anti-aircraft guns such a ship as the Wash- 
ington would be substantially secure against 
air attack. 

“The Chief of the Army Air Service has 
proposed to double the weight of the bomb 
as a means of turning the scale the other 
way; that is, to drop bombs weighing 4000 
pounds instead of the heaviest practical 
ones of today—namely, those of 
pounds weight. This proposed solution of 
the difficulty requires analysis. As a matter 
of established fact, doubling the losive 
charge only increases its pressure eflect by 
40 per cent. instead of 100 per cent., as 
might be supposed. Moreover, the bombers 
of today using a supercharger can attain 
a ceiling of only 8000 feet when ca 
a 2000-pound bomb. If the bomb is 
doubled in weight, the maximum ceiling or 
height attainable must in be reduced to 
one in which the bomber is very apt to come 
to grief from anti-aircraft fire. The total 
weight of bombs plus gasoline that can be 
carried by the bomber amounts to 4000 
pounds, and any increase of the weight of 
the bomb above 2000 pounds must re- 
duce the amount of gasoline that can be 
carried by the amount of such increase. If 
the increase is material in amount, the 
radius of the bomber, already meager, will 
be curtailed to such an extent as to seri- 
ously hamper its activities. In order to 
avoid this contingency, the bomber must be 
entirely remodeled to a larger scale. This 
is a new and big problem, a solution of 
which may or may not be found. 
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ment of military aviation must be carefully 
balanced with the needs of our other armed 
forces. 

(g.) 
fense. 

The Joint Army and Navy Board in its 
report on the bombing tests on the ex- 
German war vessels and ex-lowa in 1921, 
concluded : 

“(b) Aircraft possess important stra- 
tegical and tactical-qualities in operations 
of coast defense. In adequate quantities 
they may be the decisive factor in such op- 
erations, The availability of these quali- 
ties at present, depends largely on the 
weather conditions. The radius of action 
of bombing planes limits their effectiveness 
against naval vessels to coast defense, or 
base defense, in which this type is a very 
powerful adjunct to the present system of 
coast defense, as it extends the zone of 
resistance well out to sea.” 

(h) General conclusions. 

In view of the limitations, restrictions 
and efficacy as indicated in the foregoing, 
aviation cannot be relied upon as the sole, 
or even as the main, element of National 
Defense. It is and should be developed 
and organized as an important and far 
reaching army of the Military and Naval 
defense forces. 

The defense of the United States is 
vested by the Constitution in the Army and 
Navy. Your committee has heard from 
the proponents of this bill various opinions 
as to the mission of the air force which it 
is proposed to create, as well as opinions 
as to the modification, or even the elimina- 
tion of the mission of the Navy in Na- 
tional Defense, through the Pm + ew of 
aviation. The present approved missions 
ome the operations of the Army, 

avy and Marine Corps in national de- 
fense are as follows. 


NAVAL FUNCTIONS 


(a) Battle Fleet. To gain and mair 
tain command of vital lines of communica- 
tion by sea, thus ensuring freedom of move- 
ment on the sea to one’s own vessels and 
denying such freedom of movement to 
enemy vessels. Such security of vital lines 
of communication can be obtained, usu- 
ally, only by decisively defeating the enemy 
main fleet or containing it. 

(b) Naval Coast Defense. Subma- 
rines, mine layers, mine sweepers, moni- 
tors and obsolete ships assigned to local 
coast defense, control the sea communi- 
cations within the area to which assigned. 

If the Navy is inadequate to the task 
indicated above it must be used to prevent 
the enemy from obtaining control of vital 
lines of communication. 

ARMY FUNCTIONS 

(a) To defend against invasion or cap- 

ture the Continental United States and all 


localities in our possession which are per- 
manently fortified or garrisoned in time of 


General efficiency for coast de- 


ce. 

(b) To operate offensively against 
enemy vital possessions or home territory 
when the Navy has established control of 
the lines of communication, and the mili- 
tary situation warrants. 

(c) To relieve Marine garrisons from 
temporary bases seized by the fleet, as soon 
as the line of communication has been 
made secure, 


MARINE CORPS FUNCTIONS 


(a) Marine detachments on board ves- 
sels of the fleet continue as assigned. 

(b) Marine Advance Base Detachments 
seized temporary bases in co-operation with 
the fleet, and defend such bases until re- 
lieved by the Army. 

“From a consideration of the above stated 
functions of the several branches of the 
Military and Naval forces, it appears that 
the handling of artillery on shore, except 
such as may be landed from ships and that 
pertaining to advanced base equipment, is 
an activity of the Army. 

“The Army is responsible for the ade- 
quate defense of all permanent fortified or 
garrisoned possessions of the United States. 
It is a function and duty of the Navy 
Department to inform the War Depart- 
ment of any places whose defense by the 
Army is desirable, and to call attention of 
the War Department to any case where 
the provisions for defense by the Army are 
considered inadequate from the Naval point 
of view.” 


AIRCRAFT NECESSARY 


If the functions of the Army and Navy, 
as prescribed above, are carefully examined, 
it is believed that it will be found that os 
development of aviation as an arm of each 
defense ferce has not altered, or eliminated 
the fundamental missions as outlined above ; 
but, that, on the contrary, a certain pro- 
portinn of aircraft is vitally necessary to 

hb the Army and the Navy in carrying 
out their missions. 
« Due to the fact that aircraft can operate 
over the land and over the sea, the utiliza- 
tion of aircraft by the Army, Navy and 
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Marine Corps necessitates a further defini-tudinous than for any 


tion of policy to govern the Army and Navy 
in the use of this new arm along the 
coast line, where the Army and Navy 
have always overlapped more or less. This 
policy of the Army and Navy relating to 
aircraft, after approval by the Joint Army 
and Navy Board, the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy, was pub- 
lished by the War Department in G, OU. 
No. 20, June 30, 1924, and is as follows: 

2. The functions of the Army, Navy 
and Marine aircraft are as follows. 

a. Army aircraft. Operations from 
bases on shore: 

(1) As an arm of the mobile army; 

2. The functions of the Army, Navy 
all shore establishments; (3) Alone or in 
co-operation with other arms of the Army 
or with the Navy, against enemy vessels 
engaged in attacks on the coast, such as 
(a) Bombardment of the coast; (b) Op- 
erations preparatory to or of landing troops 
and (c) Operations such as mine laying or 
attacks on shipping in the vicinity of de- 
fending ports. 


FLOATING BASE OPERATIONS 


b. Navy aircraft. Operations from mo- 
bile floating bases or from naval air sta- 
tions om shore in co-operation with the 
tieet—(1) As an arm of the fleet; (2) 
lor overseas scouting; (3) Against enemy 
establishments on shore when such opera- 
tions are conducted in co-operation wich 
other types of naval forces, or alone when 
their mission is primarily naval; (4) To 
protect coastal sea communications by— 
(a) Reconnaissance and patrol of coastal 
sea areas; (b) Convoy operations; (c) At- 
tacks on enemy submarines, aircraft, or sur- 
face vessels engaged in trade prevention, or 
in passage through the sea area. 


(5) in co-operation with the Army 
against enemy vessels engaged in attacks 
on the coast. 

e. Marine aircraft. The functions 


normally assigned to Army aircraft will be 
performed by the Marine aircraft when 
the operations are in connection with an 
advance base in which operations of the 
Army are not represented. When Army 
and Marine aircraft are co-operating on 
shore, tlhe control of their operations will 
be governed by the 12Uth article of war. 

3. ‘The functions of aircraft assigned in 
paragraph 2 a, (3), under Army aircraft, 
and im paragraph 2 b (5), Navy aireraft, 
are a duplication of functions. In such 
operations co-operation is vital to success. 
Such co-operation will be governed by the 
tollowing provisions: 

a. The naval district forces, vessels and 
aircraft, will never be strong enough to pre- 
vent an attack on the coast by major units 
of the enemy fleet. When, therefore, an 
enemy force of a strength greatly superior 
to that of the naval force available for use 
against it approaches the coast, the com- 
mander of the naval force will inform the 
commander of the Army department of the 
situation, will assume that the Army has 
a paramount interest in the operation, and 
will co-ordinate the operations of the naval 
forces with those of the military forces. 

. If, however, the conditions are such 
that the enemy is, or can be, engaged by a 
naval force approximating in strength to 
that of the enemy, the commander of the 
Army department will be so informed, and 
he will assume that the Navy has a para- 
mount interest in the operation and will 
co-ordinate the operations of the military 
forces with those of the naval forces. 


HUMAN ELEMENT DECISIVE 

In analyzing war we find two schools, 
those who claim that mechanical devices 
are the decisive factor and those who claim 
that the human element is decisive. The 
further we get from war, the more im- 
portant do the mechanical devices appear. 
In actual combat the fallacy of this view is 
driven home. The men and women of the 
nation are the decisive factors in war. One 
cannot win a war until these human fac- 
tors are destroyed or overcome. 

These human factors subsist on the land. 
To subjugate them one must meet and com- 
bat them on land. Aviation is a mechanical 
device which looms strong and may tend 
to predominate in peace, but in war one 
will find it only another, but not a de- 
cisive agency to assist the ground soldier to 
win victory. 

The air force no matter where it operates 
or at what distance from the ground or 
naval’ forces, must operate from a base. 
This base is not in the air, but must neces- 
sarily be on land or sea. It must be pro- 
tected from attack by an army or a navy. 
It must be provided with supplies over a 
line of communications, and the supplies 
needed for an air force are more multi- 


other arm of the 
Service. 

In warfare unity of command is essen- 
tial. If a separate air force is added to the 
now separate land and sea forces, with no 
co-ordinating authority, other than the 
President, it would simply add one more 
additional unco-ordinated agency to those 
already established for the national defense. 

FOUR TYPES OF AVIATION 


The War Department does not for a 
moment accept the statement so frequently 
made to your committee by the proponents 
of this bill, that the sole use of aviation 
with the Army is for observation purposes. 
‘This statement is fundamentally unsound 
and indicates a lamentable lack of knowl- 
edge of the powers of aircraft and their 
use in war, Military aviation today is clas- 
sified as—observation, attack, pursuit and 
bombardment. ‘Lhe four types of aviation 
are ot urgent necessity to any army in the 
held. if any one type is lacking, the forces 
will be seriously handicapped. 

Lhe proper proportion of each type and 
its organization and allotment to our va- 
rious army units Las been determined in 
accordance with the principles laid down 
in the Lassiter Board Keport, and is pre- 
scribed in A. R, 95-10, 

fiis organization provides what is to 
all intents and purposes “An independent 
air force.” ‘Lhis air force is independent in 
so far as it is under the command of an 
air service officer, and may be detached 
for missions at any distance within its 
radius of action, over land or sea, to carry 
out such missions as are necessary, whether 
bombing depots, factories, lines of com- 
munication, ships or armed forces—or for 
aerial combat against the opposing air 
force, ‘This force, however, is not inde- 
pendent in that its commander is always 
subject to the general control of the su- 
preme commander, which control will only 
serve to make its efforts more effective, in 
that they will be directed toward the com- 
mon end rather than dissipated against ob- 
jectives of little value for the accomplish- 
ment of the main mission. 

The War Department realizes that there 
are still certain aviation questions which 
require better co-ordination to avoid du- 
plication between the Army and Navy. 
However, these questions relate to produc- 
tion, procurement, installations and finance, 
that is, the business end of aviation, and 
not in any major manner, to the really 
important question of its utilization in com- 
bat. Both Services have established agen- 
cies for, and are making every effort to 
effect closer co-ordination in the business 
end of aviation. 

COMMERCIAL AVIATION NEEDED 


The early development of commercial 
aviation in the United States is essential 
from the viewpoint of national defense, in 
order to create a reserve of trained per- 
sonnel and equipment, as well as to create 
the demand for aircraft which will stimu- 
late the aircraft industry to a point where 
it will be available for emergency expan- 
sion to meet war-time production of planes. 
The development of commercial aviation in 
the United States is also essential from an 
economic standpoint, as the utilization of 
this new method of rapid transportation 
will undoubtedly have a far-reaching eco- 
nomic effect. 

The aeronautical bureau in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce provided for by the 
Winslow Bill is a single Federal agency 
suitable for the consideration and recom- 
mendation to Congress of plans for aiding 
commercial aviation and for the adminis- 
tration of such Federal aid as Congress 
may see fit to grant. 

CONCLUSIONS 


In conclusion General Drum says: 

1. Aviation from a General National 
Viewpoint : (a) Four considerations: 
Aviation, in all essentials as it exists to- 
day and as it will develop in the future, 
includes four distinct considerations: (1) 


Production. (2) Commercial aviation, in- 
cluding the Postal Service, (3) Naval 
aviation. (4) Army aviation. 


(b) Aircraft production. While air- 
craft production is common to, and depends 
on, commercial, Army and Naval aviation 
for its development, it is essentially an in- 
dustrial and business problem. Once com- 
mercial aviation is wel] developed, the 
> we problem will be solved. 

(ec) Commercial aviation: Commercial 
aviation is as distinct from Army and 
Naval aviation as is a trans-Atlantic liner 
from a battleship. While commercial avia- 
tion will augment in a national emergency 
the aviation of the Army and Navy, just 
as our Merchant Marine will augment the 
Navy in war, it is fundamentally a busi- 


ness problem and as such should be fos 
tered and encouraged by the Federal agen 
cies having to do with business and com 
merce. 

(d) Army and Navy aviation: On thé 
other hand, Army and Navy aviation ars 
established, maintained, and developed 
primarily for national defense. Whilk 
greatly augmented by, and in fact de 
pendent on, commercial aviation and the 
aircraft industry, they should not be com 
mercialized or used primarily as a reasol 
for developing commercial aviation. 

(e) Inadvisability of a single Federal 
agency for aviation. To combine into on« 
Federal agency these four considerations— 
aircraft production, commercial aviatior 
and Army and Navy aviation—would b« 
unsound administratively, economically and, 
particularly, from a national defense view 
point. 

The passage of the Winslow 
lishing a Bureau of Civil Air Navigation 
in the Department of Commerce, the Fed 
eral Government would have the following 
aviation agencies: (1) The National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics.

WINSLOW BILL PASSAGE 


With the passage of the Winslow bill, 
all necessary Federal agencies will have 
been created and, what is of special im- 
portance, created in the departments of 
the Government specifically concerned with 
and especially organized and trained for 
handling the distinct phases of aviation 
heretofore mentioned. 

(h) Further consideration: There ap- 
pears to be only one general phase of avia- 
tion requiring further consideration; i. e., 
an agency to study and recommend; (1) 
The total financial assistance to be devoted 
annually by the Federal Government for 
aviation purposes. (2) The apportionment 
of such funds to the various Federal avia- 
tion agencies. In all Federal expenditures 
these requirements are accomplished by the 
President through the budget system, and 
by Congress through its appropriations com- 
mittees.

Aviation in future wars:

Mitchell indicated that he would rather 
prefer the creation of one department of 
National Defense with three under Secre- 
taries.

SLIGHT NAVY STAFF RETIREMENT 


YONSIDERABLE disappointment was 

expressed in the Navy Department at 
the refusal of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs to report out a provision in 
the bill (H.R. 9669) providing for the 
equalization of promotion between the line 
and the staff for retirement for age in 
grade. Staff officers generally believe that 
there is just as much reason for giving 
the staff retirement for age in grade as 
the line. They insist that the efficiency 
of the staff should be kept up to the 
standard of the line.

men in well as the 
line. 
Under the pay act, retirement for age in 


grade, it is insisted, would not greatly in- 


the upper grades as 


crease the cost of maintaining the staff 
corps. Officers who are not selected out 


for promotion will receive increases in their 
pay almost as large as if they had been 
promoted. At least, there will not be as 
great a difference between their pay and 
allowances when they are held in the 
lower grades as there was under the old 
pay law. The elimination of this feature 
of the bill, after it left the Navy Depart- 
ment, can searcely be classed as an econ- 
omy measure. 

The reduction in the total pay will not 
in any way compare with the importance, 
it is claimed, of the increase in the effi- 
ciency of the personnel of the staff that 
will result from having the same system 
of retirement for the staff corps as pre- 
vail in the line. 

It is understood that aw effort will be 
made in the Senate to restore this feature 
of the Navy Department’s recommendation. 


NAVY SITUATION BETTER 


‘THAT the President has been impressed 

by the Special Naval Board Report, 
printed in another column, was evidenced 
by the sending by the Director of the Bud- 
get, this week to Congress authorization 
for a total of $30,000,000 for a moderniza- 
tion of the fleet, of which $1,000,000 
would be made available at once for work 
on the battleship “Florida.” Work is now 
in progress on the “Florida” at the Boston 
Navy Yard, and it can go forward promptly 
if Congress makes this appropriation. 

A provision of $2,000,000 is included in 
the Budget proposal for laying down on 
July 1, of two of the eight 10,000 ton post- 
Treaty cruisers, and a like amount is 
asked for bringing construction work on 
six new gun boats for Chinese waters. 

In addition to this, the Budget approves 
the appropriation of $14,000,000 to com- 
plete the air-craft carriers, Saratoga and 
Lexington, in the process of conversion 
from battle cruisers, and $3,000,000 for 
the procurement of additional Naval Air 
Craft. The situation for the Navy is im- 
proving in Administration circles. 


FIGHT FOR WARRANT OFFICERS 


7;VIDENTLY the Hearst publications 
have heard the voice of THe ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL “crying in the wilderness.” 
for they have started a drive in support of 
the Curry bill providing for the restoration 
of the commission chief and warrant officers 
to the pay status that they had before the 
passage of the Act of 1922. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Hearst has had the subject 
thoroughly investigated and is convinced 
that there is a joker in the pay act as it 
applies to the commission chief and war- 
rant officers. 

His papers are quoting the annual re- 
port of the Secretary of Navy, who, it is 
said, complains that “the old seafaring 
man is disappearing from our Navy,” and 
the discrimination against the commission 
chief and warrant officers is held respon- 
sible for their disappearance. 

The Washington Times, in the double 
column editorial, asks: 

“Where is the Navy to get required ex- 
perience if there is neglect of and dis- 
crimination against any essential part— 
the practical seaman part—of the commis- 
sion personnel? Where is the incentive for 
enlisted men of the Navy to remain in the 
Service for years in the hopes of promo- 
tion to warrant and commission officers? 
toth the Secretary of Navy and the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation point out the 
shortage among commissioned warrant and 
warrant officers and admit that it has taken 


concerned effort to ‘overcome’.” 


DISCUSSES WARRANT HISTORY 


N HIS investigation of the subject, the 
representative of the Hearst publica- 
tions has discovered that late President 
Roosevelt is responsible for the creation 
of this avenue for promotion to enlisted 
men of the Navy. Former Secretary Dan- 
iels, it is claimed, carried out the Roose- 
velt policy, and went a step farther in se- 
curing legislation for the warrant officers. 
Discussing the history of warrant officers, 
the Washington Times says: 

“Largely through the influence of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, when Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, Congress provided for their 
commissions as ensigns, which they reached 
after fifteen years of service. While Roose- 
velt was President, Congress made further

fair provisions for them. Under Secretary 
Daniel’s administration of the Navy, Con- 
gress provided for the further advancement 
to the pay and allowances of a junior lieu- 
tenant after six more years of commis- 
sioned service, and the pay and allowance 
of a senior lieutenant after twelve years 
commissioned service. This they had, al- 
though they could go no higher in rank.” 

After describing how the joint-service 
pay act provided for the increase in the 
pay of the other members of the Services, 
the Times says: 

“All except this group of officers who 
come up from the ranks and who had no- 
body to speak for them in the hearings on 
the bill. A one sentence joker in the bill 
not only denied them of any of the forty 
per cent. increase, but took away some $30 
per month of the pay they received under 
the 1908 schedule. This joker destroyed 
their assimulation to ensign, junior lieu- 
tenant and senior lieutenant. Thus, in one 
sentence and in one second, disappeared 
the pay status which Roosevelt and Dan- 
iels had established for them years before. 
The result is that the average officer of 
this group assimulated to a lieutenant, 
draws less than one-half of the pay of a 
lieutenant from Annapolis of like service.” 

It is indeed gratifying to have such a 
powerful group of papers demanding jus- 
tice for the commission chief and warrant 
officers. Before Congress adjourns, the 
subject will be up on the floor of the 
House, and, with the retirement of Chair- 
man McKenzie of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, the bill will, no doubt, 
receive a favorable report from the com- 
mittee at the next session. Mr. McKenzie 
was able to bluff the bill at this short ses- 
sion, although more than a majority of the 
members of the committee favored its pass- 
age. Like quite a number of meritorious 
bills, the warrant officers’ bill was caught 
in the jam of the short session. 


GUN ELEVATION DATA DELETED 


ie WILL be observed that no reference is 

made to the elevation of the guns of 
the older battleships in the report of the 
Special Board which was appointed at the 
direction of the President to study the 
needs of the Navy. There is no doubt that 
this subject was treated in the original re- 
port of the board. It is known how strong- 
ly the members of the board feel on the 
subject, and they gave it considerable at- 
tention in studying the needs of the Fleet. 
It is doubtful whether there is an officer 
in the Navy who does not entertain strong 
convictions in favor of the elevation of 
guns, 

It is not necessary for anyone to state 
that reference to the range of the old bat- 
tleships was deleted from the report. Just 
who was responsible for this action is a 
matter of speculation. The President re- 
vised the construction program which was 
recommended by the board. It is altogether 
probable that he insisted that no reference 
should be made to the subject of the ele- 
vation of guns in the report. 

For some reason, the President thinks 
that the elevation of guns would start 
naval competition. He is impressed with 
the idea that it is a diplomatic question, 
and with the indefinite talk of a further 
limitation of armament, it is said that he 
thinks that the matter of the elevation of 
guns should not be discussed in official 
papers. It is not believed that Secretary 
Wilbur would have deleted the report with- 
out some direction from the President. 

The subject has been quietly discussed in 
naval circles ever since the publication of 
the report. 


FLEET COMMAND RUMORS 

HERE is a good deal of speculation as 

to who will be the new commander-in- 
chief of the Fleet when Admiral Coontz 
is relieved, upon the return of the Fleet 
from Australia. There would be quite a 
distinguished list to select from, if it were 
not for the fact that so many flag officers 
on the General board and on other im- 
portant shore duties, were not approaching 
the age of retirement. It is understood 
that the Secretary does not wish to select 
an officer who would be due for retire- 
ment either before, or shortly after, his 
tour of duty as commander-in-chief of 
the fleet would expire. 

Among the names that are being men- 
tioned are Rear-Admiral Charles F. 
Hughes, now on duty with the Naval 
Operations at the head of the fleet train- 


ing division, and Rear-Admiral Guy H. 
Burrage, President of the Board of In- 
struction. It is known that both of these 


officers are held in high regard by the Sec- 
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retary of the Navy, and it is believed that 
they will be assigned to important com- 
mands afloat when the general relief of 
officers of the fleet takes place. It would 
not be surprising if either of them were 
selected as commander-in-chief. 

It is being taken for granted that the 
Secretary of Navy would select the com- 
mander-in-chief some little time before 
Admiral Coontz is relieved. It is possible 
that he will be selected before the an- 
nouncement is made, so that the Secre- 
tary will be able to consult him in making 
the other selections for important com- 
mands afloat. 


ARMY CONSTRUCTION BILL 


N AGREEMENT was reached between 
‘ Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the 
Joint Sub-Committee on the bill (8. 3578) 
providing for a quarters and barracks con- 
struction program for the Army and Rep- 
resentative James of Michigan, the rank- 
ing Republican member of the committee, 
by which a report on the bill will be sub- 
mitted to Congress early next session. The 
Senator and Mr. James came to this un- 
derstanding after the opening of the hear- 
ing before the joint committee and after 
consulting the leaders of both houses. 

Headed by Brig. Gen. Fox Conner, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, and Maj. Gen. Hart, 
(Juartermaster General, eight or ten Army 
officers appeared at the first hearing. 
Enough testimony was produced at the 
hearing to convince the members of the 
joint committee that the Army is con- 
fronted with a serious situation in the mat- 
ter of quarters and barracks for the entire 
establishment, The witnesses were armed 
with photographs of the quarters which 
spoke volumes and were sufficient in them- 
selves to convince the committee that the 
Army was really being neglected. 

Mr. James, by a series of questions, de- 
veloped the fact that, if the ar Depart- 
ment had received credit for all of the 
property that it had sold and transferred 
to other departments in the Government, 
with what it now has on hand, that an 
appropriation of $25,000,000 would carry 
out the entire program of the War Depart- 
ment for furnishing the Army with ade- 
quate quarters. Even this would not be 
required at one session, but could be ex- 
tended throughout a period of three or four 
years. 

It was also stated by the witnesses that 
the director of the budget will refuse to 
approve any large item for this construc- 
tion until the War Department bill was 
passed and the entire program for new 
construction was authorized, This makes 
it necessary for Congress to act, and there 
will be pressure from every part of the 
country for early action on the War De- 
partment bill at next session. 

The members of the committee really ex- 
pressed astonishment at the horrible con- 
dition of the quarters and barracks, as 
shown by the pictures which were sub- 
mitted by the officers who appeared. In 
a number of instances, it was shown that 
it was not safe for officers and enlisted men 
to enter the front doors of their quarters. 
The porches were in such a dilapidated con- 
dition that an entrance was obtained 
through the rear door. 
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FEW SERVICE BILLS 
PASSED BY CONGRESS 
NLY a few comparatively unimportant 
service bills slipped by the objectors 
on February 16, which was the last unan- 
imous consent day of this session. The 
last six days of the session the House will 
be under the suspension rule, when a 
motion to suspend the rules will be in 
order. This will be the last opportunity 
for any of the bills which failed to pass. 


The bill (H.R. 11546), which would 
overcome the Lauderdale decision of _the 
Comptroller General, relative to retired 


officers detailed as instructors of military 
science at educational institutions, failed 
on account of the objection of Representa- 
tive Blanton of Texas. Mr. Blanton gave 
no reason for interposing his objection, but 
simply took advantage of the parlimentary 
sityation. 

On the other hand, the Hill bill (H.R. 
12064) for a recognition and reward for 
the accomplishments of the world fliers was 
passed in an amended form. The names 
of the fliers were written into the bill, 
which is rather unusual. In substance, the 
bill rewarded along the lines recommended 
by the War Department. The provision 
recommending each of the officers be retired 
at any time on his own application at 7o 
per cent pay was omitted. 

Another of Col. Hill’s bills (H.R. 5261) 
to restore Fort McHenry as a permanent 
reservation as a National Park was passed, 
The James’ Biil (H.R. 10472) for the res- 
toration of Fort Vancouver Stockade was 
also passed. Another of the same charac- 
ter (H.R. 10771) authorizing the acquisi- 
tion of land to mark the site of the battle 
of Franklin, Tennessee, was passed. 

Owing to objections raised when it came 
up on the calendar, the Andrews’ bill (H.R. 
11923) to relieve persons in the military 
service during the war for overpayment at 
the time, was defeated. The McKenzie 
bill to extend the time for the exchange 
of Government iands for privately owned 
lands in Hawaii, was passed. A Dill 
(H.R. 10535) authorizing the Secretary 
of War to convey to the Federal Bank of 
Baltimore the tract of land in the city of 


San Juan, Porto Rico, was passed. An 
objection defeated the Bland bill (TLR. 
204) which authorized the Secretary of 


War to reappoint and immediately dis- 
charge or retire certain warrant officers of 
the Army mine planter service. This bill 
has been pending before Congress for two 
vears, and has a favorable report from the 
War Depariment. 

Representative Lineberger of California, 
pursuing his fillibuster policy against bills 
reported from the Military Affairs Com- 
mitte, objected to the bill (H.R. 11253) 
providing for the appointment of a leader 
for the Army band. There were violent 
protests from members of the House on 
both sides made to Mr. Lineberger, but he 
was adamant.

(H.J. Res. 115) approving the action of 
the Secretary of War in the issuance of 
gon soe stores for the relief of ey- 
clone sufferers at Lagrainge and West 
Point, Georgia, was passed, as well as a 


bill (S. 3171) for the relief of sufferers 
from the earthquake in Japan. 

Perhaps the most important bill was 
that for the amendment of the National 


Defense Act, as it applies to the National 
Guard. This is the bill (S.3760) which 
passed the Senate January 26, and went 
through the House without objections. In 
explaining the effect of the bill, Represen- 
tative Frothingham, who reported it, said: 

“Section 1. To amend section 58 of the 
National Defense Act. For a number of 
years past the National Guard regulations 
have authorized re-enlistment in the Na- 
tional Guard of men between the ages of 45 
and 64 years. In a decision dated August 
30, 1924 (4 Comp. Gen. 243), the Comp- 
troller General held that under existing 
laws enlisted men of the National Guard 
cannot be more than 45 years of age, that 
the enlistment of men over 45 is contrary 
to law, and that such men cannot receive 
pay from Federal funds for services they 
perform. There are in the National Guard 
a considerable number of enlisted men be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 64, many of 
whom hold positions as armory employees, 
caretakers, and non-commissioned officers. 
It is very desirable that these men be con- 
tinued in service in the National Guard. 
The proposed amendments to this section 
will make this possible, and will also vali- 
date payments made to enlisted men within 
these age limits. 

“Warrant officers, who have been other- 
wise authorized for the National Guard 


since this section was enacted, are specifi- 
cally provided for in the proposed change. 
This is important to forestall an adverse

C. W. SERVICE NOTES 


“HAT chlorine gas has a great field of 
usefulness in the prevention and treat- 
ment of certain respiratory diseases, and 
voicing the belief that this gas will save 
more lives each year than the life toll this 
weapon exacted in the World War, were 
the outstanding points in the address de- 
livered by Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief, 
Chemical Warfare Service, before the 
srooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., on February 14. 

General Fries recited the history of this 
most dreaded form of gas attack, tracing 
its discovery of 151 years ago to a man 
named Scheele, a Swede; continuing the 
history to Sir William Wallace, who em- 
ployed it as a medical agent of mercy in 
various forms in 1824; its use first by the 
Germans in 1915 and later by the Allies 
in poisonous gas attacks; and up to the 
present time how it is employed in prevent- 
ing the development of certain respiratory 
diseases. 

In the course of his lecture, General Fries 
said: 

“In 1915 on Flanders field, its poisonous 
fumes were used as a deadly war weapon 
to mow down men by thousands. From 
killing to curing is the change science grad- 
ually has brought about. Modern times 
furnish no such graphic example of beating 
swords into plowshares as the discovery 
that chlorine gas, introduced as a powerful 
weapon of war is now an effective treat- 
ment of colds, influenza, whooping cough 
and other injurious diseases. If the future 
vindieates the indications of the present, 
and we have no cause for doubt, it is be- 
lieved that this chlorine gas will save more 
lives each year than gas destroyed in the 
entire world war.” 

As a result of experiments in the use of 
chlorine as a preventative and cure for res- 
piratory diseases, an investigation was 
gun by the chemical warfare service, Gen- 
eral Fries stated. Lt. Col. Edward B. Ved- 
der, of the Medical Corps of the United 
States Army, and Capt. Harold P. Sawyer, 
both expert bacteriologists and pathologists, 
conducted the investigations at the U. 8. 
arsenal, Edgewood, Md. 

“In the period of investigation there were 
treated in a specially constructed gas cham- 
ber at the arsenal, 931 persons affected 
with respiratory diseases. As a result it 
was proved beyond all doubt that chlorine 
gas has a great field of usefulness in the 
prevention and treatment of certain respir- 
atory diseases. 

“Since January of last year, when the 
Secretary of War took the treatment and 
declared himself much relieved, 2632 per- 
sons have been treated with chlorine gas 
in the medical division of my office in Wash- 
ington. Two thousand three hundred and 
sixty-two of these cases have been com- 
pleted, 86.2 per cent reporting themselves 
cured or greatly benefited. Among this 
number were members of the United States 
Senate, House of Representatives, members 
of the diplomatic corps, large numbers of 
Government officials and prominent persons 
from all parts of the United States, who 
came to Washington solely for the purpose 
of trying the chlorine treatment. 

“About the middie of March, chlorine 
chambers were established in the offices of 
the attending surgeons of the army and 
navy and where nearly 3000 persons have 
received the chlorine form of treatment, the 
President of the United States being one 
of them. 

“In the report of the health department 
of the city of New York, it was observed 
that although the chlorine treatment was 
condemned, 52 per cent of the cases treated 
were reported as improved; nevertheless, 
those responsible made the statement that 
these cases could not be considered for the 
reason that they would have probably been 
improved had they not taken the treatment. 
This statement coming from medical sources 
is surprising. ‘There is no reason why it 
could not be applied to fatal cases to the 
effect that if the doctor had not been called 
the patient might have lived. 

“Of the 2632 cases which I am report- 
ing. there is in the office of the medical 
division of the chemical warfare service 
signed statements from 2362 who, on their 
admission cards or letters, bear out the re- 
sults I have given you. 

“T am not primarily interested as to 
whether chlorine kills a part of the germs 
or all of the germs or none of the germs. 
I want to go on record definitely here and 
now that chlorine helps prevent the de- 
velopment of certain respiratory diseases, 
decreases the danger and vigorous character 
of others and cures still others.”

MIDSHIPMEN BASKETEERS 
BEAT SOUTH CAROLINA 


ITH Parrish finding the basket at all 

angles and under every condition, the 
Naval Academy won at basketball at An- 
napolis on February 14 from the University 
of South Carolina by 43 to 23. Parrish 
made a Naval Academy record for the pres- 
ent season by scoring from the floor nine 
times. Eight of these were scored in a lit- 
tle less than the full playing time of the 
first half. 

South Carolina had several very clever 
individual players, notably Wright, Wise 
and Seideman, and they shot cleanly when 
near the basket, but they had a poor pass- 
ing game, and were not able, as a rule, to 
work within close shooting distance. The 
Navy got a lead of 27 to 14 in the first 
half, and during a large portion of the sec- 
ond period, tried out various combinations.

NAVY FAVORED TO WIN ANNUAL 
CAGE CONTEST WITH ARMY FIVE 





PROM past performances this season, ex- 
perts have picked the team of the 
United States Naval Academy to win the 
annual basketball classic with the United 
States Military Academy, which will be 
played at Annapolis on February 28. Al- 
though Navy supporters agree with this 
forecast, the Army rooters claim that their 
Cadet five will score a victory by showing 
the same kind of fight which overcame the 
vaunted C.C.N.Y. quintet on January 17. 
A comparison of the season’s scores gives 
the Navy an overwhelming advantage. 
However, disinterested observers point out 
that the Navy’s strength is largely figured 
from the excellent showing they made up to 
the game with Washington College on Jan- 
uary 21. In this game they suffered their 
first defeat of the season, after winning 11 
games straight. 


MET SAME THREE TEAMS 


The Army and the Navy have met three 
mutual opponents. They were New York 
University, Fordham University and Co- 
lumbia University. The Cadets overcame 
the New York University cagemen on Feb- 
ruary 11, by a score of 35—34. The Mid- 
shipmen basketeers vanquished the same 
team by a score of 32—28S on February 7. 
Statistics’ enthusiasts claim that this indi- 
eates a Navy victory by at least four 
points. 

But both the Army and the Navy had 
tilts with Fordham University, which de- 
feated them on their home courts recently. 
As the Fordham five is considered the com- 
ing intercollegiate champion if it keeps up 
its present pace, both Service Academies 
took solace from the set-back suffered. 

The Military Academy came out on the 
short end of a 51-28 score, yet the excellent 
showing made by Roosma, star Cadet for- 
ward, against such strong opponents has 
pleased Army backers. 

The Midshipmen, playing one of the best 
games of the season, were barely beaten on 
February 11, by a score of 29-26. This 
leads a few Navy enthusiasts to claim that 
the Blue and Gold quintet will be at least 
15 points better than the Army in the an- 
nual contest. 

The third mutual opponent of the Service 
Academies, was Columbia. The Cadets de- 
feated the Blue and White five by a scoré 
of 88—32 at New York, on February 14. 
The Midshipmen took the same team into 
camp by a 40—19 score on December 13. 
The lapse of time between the two contests 
is seized upon by both sides in predicting 
the outcome of the coming struggle. 

Some Army men assert that the improve- 
ment of the Columbia team between the 
time it met Navy and Army accounts for 
the difference in the comparative showing 
made, On the other hand, numerous Navy 
rooters claim Columbia is not in as good 


form as it was when it faced the Navy at 
Annapolis. 


STRENGTH IS COMPARED 


The Navy defense is centered about Mid- 
shipman A. B. Leggett, captain, and Shap- 
ley, according to present plans. Graf and 
Jones will probably fight it out for the al- 
ternate guard positions. Midshipmen Rule 
or Badger will be at center. Craig, Par- 
rish, Signer and Day are mentioned as 
probable forwards. Is is thought that Par- 
rish and Craig will possibly start the game, 
to be relieved later by Signer or Day. The 
Navy offense has been excellent, according 
to spectators, but the work of the Midship- 
men under the basket has not been up to 
standard. Defensively, the Annapolis quin- 
tet is ranked with the best basketball teams 
in the country. 

The Army team has been built around 
Roosma and Wood. Roosma has been do- 
ing most of the scoring for the Cadets, and 
his stellar work has accounted for a number 
of the Army victories. Anderson, Schepps, 
Mills and Baxter have been fighting it out 
for the other forward position. Defensively, 
the West Pointers are not as strong as the 
Navy, and will have to rely upon a speedy 
offensive game to prevent an Annapolis 
victory, experts assert. The probable line- 
up of Army five for Navy game will be. 
R.F., Roosma; L.F., Anderson; @., Kam- 
merer; L.G., Wood, and R.G., Wilson, H. 
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The apparent slump of the Midshipmen 
is a thing of the past, according to latest 
reports from Annapolis and the Army will 
have to face the same team which defeated 
the University of Minnesota, 24—18, the 
University of Chicago, 29—21; the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, 31—29, and hung up 11 
victories in a row before meeting defeat. 
The double victory scored by the Navy over 
Yale University is another factor which is 
used by Blue and Gold supporters in point- 
ing out the power of the team. 

The Army’s fight at New York, which 
snatched victory from Columbia by a single 
point, gives an inkling of the fighting spirit 
which has so often pulled West Point teams 
out of tight places. It will enable them 
to score a victory, the Cadets claim. 

The Navy is out to avenge the debacle 
at Baltimore Stadium on November 29. 
The Army is out to stop them. 

The condition of the members of both 
teams will be a vital factor in the showing 
made on February 28. If both the Army 
and Navy are in the top condition, specta- 
tors will expect to witness one of the best 
basketball contests of the season. 

In spirit the teams will be evenly 
matched, for rumors from both Academies 
indicate that the Midshipmen and Cadets 
are planning demonstrations to rouse their 
teams to the highest fighting pitch.

THE U. S. Army Transport Meigs sailed 

from San Francisco at noon February 
13, for New York via Panama. The ves- 
sel has thirteen hundred tons of cargo and 
three hundred mules for Panama in ad- 
dition to New York freight. Upon arrival 


at New York the transport will load 
freight for the West Coast, Honolulu, 
Manila and China. 


By bringing the Meigs to New York from 
Panama and returning her to the Pacific 
Coast loaded, the Quartermaster General 
estimates that an approximate saving of 
around sixty thousand dollars will be pos- 
sible consequent to the reduction in the 
number of coast to coast voyages that 
otherwise would have to be made. 


NEW angle of the Winter Plattsburg 


scheme has been developed in New 
York by the organization of what might 
be termed a “Junior Plattsburg.” The 
training afforded by the Winter Platts- 


burg, as at present constituted, covers 
largely the higher assignments of quarter- 
master officers. In the event of an emer- 
gency requiring the calling to active duty 
of Reserve officers the great majority of 


the increment would be naturally those 
in the lower ranks, and these officers 
would necessarily be concerned mostly 
with the detail work of the corps. The 
Junior Plattsburg is intended to reach 
particularly this class and at the same 


time not interfere with the work of the reg- 
ular Winter Plattsburg. 

Forty-five Reserve lieutenants of the 
Quartermaster Corps attended the first 
meeting and have agreed to meet four times 
a month for a study of the following sub- 
jects: 


Ration system of the Army and the 
ration and savings account. ;

Area, Intermediate Depot, and post quar- 
termaster offices. 

With the formation of this “Junior 
Plattsburg” the New York group now has 
a progressive and co-ordinated plan of in- 
struction both for senior and junior quar- 
termaster officers.

THE NATIONAL GUARD 


NDER Circular No. 6, dated February 

12, 1925, the Militia Bureau has an- 
nounced that a record will be kept of 
alcohol, aleoholic liquors and medicines con- 
taining opium or any of the salts, deriva- 
tives or -preparations of opium or coca 
leaves, by Property and Disbursing Offi- 
cers and by all other officers of the National 
Guard to whom such supplies are issued in 
their official capacity. The instructions 
read as follows: 

“Once each six months, a balance will 
be struck, the quantity remaining on hand 
will be verified by the Property and Dis- 
bursing Officer, and the facts noted over 
his signature. 

“In the case of organizations to which 
alcoholie liquors and narcotics are issued. 
they will be used during Field Service only, 
and a record will be kept by the officer who 
is responsible for the property, showing the 
date of the receipt, voucher number and 
amount of each item, listed separately as 
above, and the date and amount of each 
expenditure. These expenditures will be 
supported by a permanent record kept in a 
blank book, showing the name of the per- 
son for whom subscribed, the peapacsial 
amount prescribed and the date, and ini- 
tialed by the officer prescribing the alcoholic 
liquor or narcotic. Once each six months, 
a balance will be struck, the quantity re- 
maining on hand will be verified by the 
accountable officer, and the facts neted over 
his signature. 

“These records will be subject to inspec- 
tion by superior officers and inspectors at 
all times. 

“Active poisons, alcohol, alcoholic liquors 
and all habit forming drugs, will be kept 
under lock and key.” 


GECTION I, Militia Bureau Circular No. 

7 B, 1924, and section 1, Militia Bu- 
reau Circular No. 18B, 1924, are rescinded 
and the following substituted therefor : 

“A Band section will be considered as a 
separate organization so far as concerns its 
armory drill pay and may be enrolled to its 
maximum authorized strength under the 
condition that the increase in its strength 
shall not reduce the maintenance strength 
prescribed for the remainder of the unit of 
which it forms a part. 

“Effective April 1, 1925, the respec- 
tive recognition, maintenance and peace 
strengths prescribed in Circular 34, 1924, 
as amended, for Bands, and for Service 
Companies, Infantry and Medical Regi- 
ments; Service Troops, Cavalry Regiments; 
Service Batteries, Field Artillery, Anti-air- 
craft and Coast Artillery (155 mm. guns) 
Regiments; Headquarters and Service 
panies, Engineer Regiments; and Headquar- 
ters Batteries, Coast Artillery (Harbor De- 
fense) Regiments, each less its Band See- 
tion, when organized at a separate station 
are hereby prescribed for these subdivisions 
when organized at a single station.” 


NDER decision of the Comptroller Gen- 

eral of June 30, 1924 (Ms. A-2779) en- 
listed men on furlough are entitled to only 
the commuted value of the garrison ration, 
30 cents per day, and not to commutation 
of rations at the rate of $1.20 per day. 
The decision of the Comptroller General 
states that: ‘ 

“The intention of the annual appropria- 
tion acts is to give effect to the pro 
that all enlisted men of the Army shall be 
entitled to one ration daily, and that ration 
is of the same value while on furlough 
whether the man is receiving rations 
kind or is receiving an allowance for quar- 
ters and subsistence prior to going on fur- 
lough. There is no authority in the law 
to fix different rates because of the status 
of the man wen going on furlough. He 
is entitled to the regulation allowance of 
one ration. * * * The law requires that the 
regulation allowance for commutation of 
rations while on furlough be the same in 
case of all enlisted men, and the regulation 
authorizing to enlisted men while on fur- 
lough allowances payable only while an 
enlisted man is on duty is not in conformity 
with law.” 

The .above decision has application to 
sergeants of the Regular Army on duty with 
the National Guard as instructors, and 
Property and Disbursing Officers will make 
no further payments to enlisted men on 
furlough at rates in excess of the commuted 
value of the garrison ration (30 cents per 
day), and any such payments made on and 
after March 3, 1924, will be collected.

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QUESTIONABLE HOSPITALITY 

N THE front page of the January 20 

issue of a Honolulu newspaper, in large 
type, is the heading: “King Predicts Big 
Cleanup Next Spring. Coming of Fleet 
Offers Chance for Money Making.” The 
article which follows purports to quote 
Samuel Wilder King, executive secretary 
of the Territorial Fleet Committee. ‘The 
meat of the matter is contained in the fol- 
lowing: “Prices will be higher. The Fleet 
Committee cannot regulate prices. It can- 
not get around the law of supply and de- 
mand, but why not have higher prices? 
Why not let the man who grows bananas 
and gets little for them usually, seize this 
opportunity to make a haul? All foodstuff 
will go up in prices, simply because there 
will be a demand for them. Everybody 
who has anything to sell or to rent will 
reap the profits.” 

Mr. King is apparently willing to admit 
that the salaried man in Honolulu will 
not be particularly pleased with this pro- 
gram, because he takes the trouble to 
point out they undoubtedly will receive 
larger bonuses at the end of the year as 
the result of the increased profits made by 
the people for whom they are working. 
There is not a word said, however, about 
what the officers and enlisted men of the 
Fleet which is coming, and of the large 
Army gurrison which is always maintained 
in Hawaii, will think about it. They all 
come under the head of salaried men. They 
will not receive any bonus at the end of 
the year, no matter how efficiently they 
may demonstrate their ability to defend 
Hawaii, its population, both of the owner 
and salaried man class, their homes, their 
wives, children and property. 

Officers and enlisted men of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps are only concerned 
with the Hawaiian Islands from the point 
of view of defending them in case of war. 
In so far as the personal interests of these 
individuals are concerned, Hawaii is of no 
value. 

Therefore, if war should come, the spec- 
tacle would be presented of men without 
personal interest risking their lives and 
limbs, the happiness of their families to 
defend a population with every personal 
interest, who in time of peace are so actu- 


ated by selfish motives that they propose to 
exploit those upon whom their ultimate 
security rests. 

Fortunately, the Services are governed by 
a sense of duty and not by selfish motives. 
Otherwise should war come, they might re- 
vert to some of the practices of the Middle 
Ages. They might calmly say to the citi- 
zens of Hawaii. “Now you need us very 
badly. Everything you value depends upon 
us. You cannot get around the law of sup- 
ply and demand. You will triple our pay 
during the period of activities, and should 
we be successfully, pay us cash bonuses of 
one year’s pay and give each of us a 
grant of the richest land in the Islands, 
perpetually free from taxation.” 

That the Pacifist and Japanese Propa- 
gandists in this country are working to 
prevent the Hawaiian manoeuvers taking 
place is not surprising. That the people 
of Hawaii should put any obstacle in the 
way of their being held or should fail to 
understand the importance of having every 
man and officer of the Services return home 
praising the Islands and their people is 
astonishing. 








REFUSING TO FACE FACTS 
‘THE Bulletin gotten out from time to 
time by the so-called National Council 
for the Prevention of War would be as 


fertile a source of amusement as one of 
the weekly funny papers, were it not for 
the fact that a considerable number of 
people believe the opinions expressed in it 
to be worthy of serious consideration. For 
the most part, such people are those who, 
governed by sentiment, are unwilling to 
face hard facts. 

A number of years ago a very clever 
woman pointed out in an article in the 
Atlantic Monthly that to apply so-called 
pure reason to human affairs was unrea- 
sonable, because it excluded emotion, one 
of the strongest forces in nature. There 
ean be no doubt that her contention is 
particularly true with respect to war and 
its causes. This, for the reason that while 
purely materialistic considerations, such 
as trade rivalries and need of more terri- 
tory for expanding populations, are gen- 
erally the fundamental cause of war, the 
fact remains that it is emotion which 
brings the matter to a climax. It is 
emotion which carries the people con- 
cerned through the tremendous physical, 
mental and spiritual effort which the wag- 
ing of war demands. Therefore, the pacifist 
is right in claiming consideration for the 
emotional point of view. 

On the other hand, the history of all 
warfare shows that the emotion which 
causes and carries through wars requires 
a terrible price to be paid if the hard facts 
concerning war have been disregarded. 
This has been particularly true of most 
of the wars which we have fought on an 
average of once every thirty years. 

The latest emotional move with entire 
disregard to facts is the campaign of the 
so-called National Council for the Preven- 
tion of War to prevent the carrying out 
of the Hawaiian maneuvers the coming 
summer. The Japanese Government has 
seen fit to state that it did not consider 
these maneuvers a threat to Japan. The 
President of the United States, Mr. 
Coolidge, certainly a man governed by calm 
judgment and not carried away by his emo- 
tions, has formally authorized the War and 
Navy Departments to proceed with these 
maneuvers. 

Fear that the maneuvers might cause 
war, the dominating impulse of the ob- 
jectors, is therefore, effectually discounted 
by the two Governments most concerned. 
Should war unfortunately come some time 
in the future, these maneuvers will have 
greatly strengthened our position. The 
failure to have held them will correspond- 
ingly weaken it. 

Therefore, there is no reason to fail to 
execute them and every reason to carry 
them through. 


VOICE OF THE SERVICES 





To THE EpitTor: 
SHALL be greatly obliged if you will 
assist in presenting to the Services 
through your columns, in order to correct 
a flagrant error, the following extracts from 
a letter which I have just written to Col. 
James A. Moss: 

“You will recall that you asked me last 
spring to do three chapters for the new 
edition of your Manual of Military Train- 
ing and to let you have the manuscript and 
drawings in an extremely short time for a 
task of that sort. 

“As must inevitably happen when any- 
thing is done in a rush, under pressure, 
and during the late hours of many succes- 
sive nights, there are quite a number of 
errors which have crept into the text of the 
two chapters which appear in Volume II. 
So. great was the rush on this part of the 
job that, you will recall, I never had even 
an opportunity to read proof, much less 
to make a real re-check. 

“Most of these errors are inconsequential 
typographical errors, clearly recognizable 
as such by any intelligent reader. How- 
ever, in the Chapter on Military History 
and Policy, in that portion which deals with 
the Battle of Bladensburg, there is a seri- 
ous error which, if not corrected, would 
imply that my knowledge of historical 
chronology was sadly lacking. Speaking of 
the British veteran troops, which faced the 
raw American volunteers trying to defend 
Washington, it is said that the British were 
veterans who had defeated Napoleon at 
Waterloo, although. Bladensburg was fought 
in August, 1814, and Waterloo in June, 
1815. ‘ 

“T desire an opportunity to make such 
changes in future printings of the Manual 
of Military Training as are needed to elimi- 
nate this error.” 

Colonel Moss’s reply to the letter quoted 
above indicates a satisfactory solution. The 
sale of the Manual has, it appears, been 
such that a new edition will be required 
shortly, and the necessary corrections will 
be made in all future printings.

REPORTS ON SCRAPPING 
A LETTER transmitted by the 

tary of the Navy to the Secretary of 
State reports that the work of scrapping 
ships required under the Limitation of 
Armament Treaty has been completed in 
accordance with the terms of the Treaty 
which provided that the scrapping program 
must be completed by February 17, 1925. 
It states: 

“I take pleasure in advising you that this 
Department has completed the work of the 
scrapping of vessels required to be demol- 
ished under the Treaty Limiting Naval 
Armament. 

“Under the provisions of the Treaty the 
Battle Cruisers Lexington and Saratoga 
are being converted into airplane carriers 
and the Battleship North Dakota is being 
retained as a target. 

A statement of disposition of vessels. of 
the United States Navy required to be 
scrapped under the Treaty Limiting Naval 
Armament runs as follows:

NAVAL RESERVE BILL 
IS PASSED BY SENATE 


Legislation Adopted With 
Amendments to Clarify 
Meaning 
SECTION 27 IS IMPORTANT 


(H.R.9634), as 
Committee 


THE Naval Reserve bill 
reported from the 
n Naval Affairs on January 14, was 
assed by the Senate on February 16 with 
10 amendment, excepting to clarify the 
anguage of the bill. The bill now goes to 
the Joint Conference Committee, and its 
enactment into law is virtually assured, as 
it is believed that the difference between 
the Senate and House bills can be adjusted 
in the Conference 
An effort was made on the floor of the 
Senate to amend section 4, by striking out 
the word “male” and thus open the Re- 
erve of the Navy and Marine Corps to 
somen as during the period of the war. 
Senator Oddie. who reported the bill, pro- 
rosed the amendment on the floor of the 
Senate but. upon the objection raised by 
Senator Wadsworth, he withdrew it. as it 
was feared that anv lengthy discussion of 
the bill might hold it up for discussion.

LINE OFFICERS RETIREMENT

in the bill by the Senate was one that 
would give line officers retired list, 
with the rank of lieutenant. who were on 
the active list during the World War. as 
lientenant commanders, this rank on the 
retired list.

That the pay suthorized in 
this section shall be increased 10 ner cen- 
tum for all men who may he eredited with 
extraordinary heroism in the line of dutv 
or whose average marks in conduct for 20 
years or more shall not be less than 95 per 
centnm of the maximum. 

“Provided further, That for all purposes 
of this section a complete enlistment dur- 
ing minority shall be counted as four years’ 
serrice and ant terminated 
within three months nrior to the expiration 
of the term of such enlistment shall he 
counted as the full term of service for 
which enlisted. 


FLEET RESERVE REQUIREMENTS 


Section 27 provides that not more than 
two months’ active duty in each four-year 
period shall be required of enlisted men 
transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve, and 
when found physically disqualified may 
he transferred to the retired list of the 
Regular Navy, or with the completion of 
30 years’ service, including in the 
Fleet Reserve. as well as with the active 
Navy. The last provision of the bill pro 
vides that it shall go into effect July 1, 
1925.

“The provisions for compensation are 
elastic and are especially designed to pro- 
vide an efficient naval reserve for a re- 
duced expenditure of funds and are based 
en the compensation provided in the na- 
tional defense act for the National Guard. 

‘‘Adequate provisions have been included 
to federalize the training of the Naval 
Militia of the several States, so as to insure 
that in time of war the personnel of these 
organizations when called to service in the 
Navy will be able to render efficient service 
to the country. 

“The provisions of existing law relating to 
the transfer of men of 16 and 20 years’ serv- 
ice in the Navy to the Fleet Naval Reserve 
have been altered so that ultimately the 
annual cost of this part of the Naval 
Reserve will be radically reduced and it 
will be assured that all men transferred 
to the Fleet Naval Reserve will be fully 
qualified physically to perform all the 
duties of their respective rates at sea.

OFFICERS ALLOWED TO TALK 


‘THE charge that officers of the Army and 

Navy are not allowed to express their 
opinions when testifying before Congres- 
sional committees is indignantly denied. 
The War Department points to the fact 
that aside from the well known liberal 
policy of Mr. Weeks with respect to of- 
ficers speaking and writing, General Order 
No. 25, War Department, April 30, 1920, 
has never been rescinded. 

This order specifically states: ‘The 
rule of the Department will be that with 
respect to policies and facts which the pub- 
lic interest does not require to be kept 
confidential, officers are entirely free to tes- 
tify as to their opinions and beliefs when 
summoned before the Appropriation Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House of Repre 
sentatives: On all confidential matters, 
the Secretary of War, or those specially 
designated by him for the purpose, wi 
speak, under ‘such safeguards as the Secre- 
tary of War sees fit to impose.”

S. S. Nipsiec during a Samoan hurricane 
in 1889. He was the first naval officer to 
establish recruiting stations in the West 
with a view to bringing Western men into 
the service, and had charge of all recruiting 
stations in the West and Southwest sections 
of the United States during the war with 
Spain, enlisting about 1900 men. He was 
a commander of the Hartford training ship 
for landsmen from 1899 to 1901, and was an 
inspector of the Fifth Lighthouse District 
of Baltimore from 1902 to 1904. 

He served as commander-in-chief of the 
South Atlantic squadron in 1904 and 1905. 
He was commander of the Wabash, 1906 
to 1907. He was presented with a jeweled 
sword by the naval militia in 1898. 

Aside from active commands, Admiral 
Hawley had served in various capacities in 
the Navy Department in this city and at 
Annapolis. He was a member of the Loyal 
Legion. 

He is survived by his wife and a daughter, 
who is the wife of Comdr. L. B. Anderson, 
now stationed at the Naval Academy, at 
Annapolis; two grandchildren and a broth- 
er, William D. Hawley of Massachusetts.

The public utility industry has made rapid 
progress in earning power during the last three or 
four years, and further than that it has con- 
solidated its position so thoroughly that its secur- 
ities, as a class, rank with the highest grade 
investments.

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JOHN’S LATE COMMENT 





“wHr do you not go to see Gen. Mitchell, 
he likes to talk?’ was the only com- 
ment that was made at the White House, 
in response to inquiries as to the truth 
of the report printed in the daily press. 
that the President intended to call upon 
Brig. Gen, Wm. Mitchell, assistant chief 
of the Air Force, to resign from the Army. 
In the same report it was stated that Sec- 
retary Weeks and Secretary W ilbur had 
threatened to resign from the Cabinet if 
(en. Mitchell was not removed from the 
ofice of assistant chief of Air Service. 
Both of the Secretaries denied the story in 
emphatie terms. ; ; 

It is stated upon the highest authority 
that Gen. Mitchell will not be disciplined 
or tried by court martial for the testimony 
which he has given before Congressional 
committees. The policy of the War Depart- 
ment with respect to officers appearing be- 
fore the committee is outlined in para- 
of General Orders No. 25, War 
Department, published under the date of 
April 30, 1920. In this, officers are author- 
ized to testify “as to their opinions and be- 
liefs when summoned before the appropri- 
ate committees” on matters that are not 
confidential. 

This does not necessarily mean that Gen. 
Mitchell will continue as assistant of the 
Air Force upon the expiration of his term 
on March 25. Neither will his removal be 
regarded as a demotion as he only holds 
the grade of brigadier general while acting 
as assistant chief of Air Service. : 

Whether Gen. Mitchell continues will 
be a matter entirely for Secretary Weeks 
to decide. Neither the President nor Con- 
gress will be able to force Mr. Weeks to 
continue him as assistant chief of the Air 
Service. Gen. Mitchell’s friends must be 
able to convince Secretary Weeks that 
Gen. Mitchell will carry out the policy of 
the War Department before Secretary 
Weeks will reappoint him. The Secretary 
announced that he would’ determine 
whether he would reappoint Gen. Mitchell 
after the close of the investigation, which 
is being conducted by the Select Commit- 
tee, of which Representative Lampert is 
chairman. 


LEGISLATIVE SITUATION 


Gaining possession of the floor, on the 
evening of February 18, Chairman Wads- 
worth of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, practically cleaned the calen- 
dar of all the military bills pending be- 
fore the Senate. Three important bills 
were passed in a very short time. 

What is known as the Hull bill in the 
House. but was introduced in the Senate 
by Chairman Wadsworth, (S. 2294) 
equalizing the pay of retired officers of the 
six Services, went through without any 
serious opposition. It provides that_ of- 
ficers of the Services who were retired on 
or before June 30, 1922, shall not receive 
less pay than is provided for “officers and 
warrant officers for these services of equal 
rank and length of service.” 

The bill (S. 3824) providing for the ap- 
pointment of the leader of the Army band 
as a captain was also passed by the Sen- 
ate. This bill and the bill for the equaliza- 
tim of the pay of retired officers, have 
been reported out of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, but have been ob- 
jected to when they came up on the unani- 
mous consent calendar. They may go 
through on a motion to suspend the rule. 

The bill (S. 4010) which gives the Chief 
of Finance and Chief of Chemical Warfare 
Service the rank of major generals was 
put through the Senate by Chairman Wads- 
worth. This bill has already passed the 
House and is on its way to the President 
for his signature. 

Another bill (H. R. 5084) which amends 
the National Defense Act so that officers 
who were originally appointed to the Army 
at a greater age than 45 years shall receive 
7 per cent. of their active pay upon re- 
tirement for physical disabilities, was 
passed by the Senate. In passing this bill, 
the Senate attached the Vestal bill as an 
amendment, and it now goes into confer- 
ence in an amended form. This will be due 
to the fact that the bill (H. R. 5084) has 
already passed the House. : 

With the disposition of the Army bills, 
the Naval bills will be the next to come 
up on the Senate calendar. Chairman Hale 
is devoting his time entirely to the Naval 
Omnibus bill (H. R. 2680), and this is ex- 
pected to come before the Senate at any 
moment. As it has already passed the

House, it will go into conference immedi- 
ately. 

What is known as the Bursum bill in 
the Senate, and the Lineberger bill in the 
House, providing for the retirement of dis- 
abled emergency officers, appears to be 


cought in the legislative jam at this time. 
Ilanford MecNider, former commander-in- 
chief of the American Legion, who arrived 
in Washington this week is reported re- 
sponsible for a serious set back for the 
bill.
